ARBORG AGRICULTURAL FAIR PRIZE LIST 


Rules and Regulations 


The general Rules and Regulations of the Society (except those 
prescribed by the Agricultural and Immigration Act) shall be as follows:— 


1. No animal or article will be allowed to compete in more than 
One Class or in more than One Section of a Class, except herds of cattle 
or pens of sheep or pigs, which may be shown separately or with young. 


2. Entries Close August 8th. Entries by mail must be accompanied 
by the Membership Ticket or the fee of $1.00. Judging will commence at 
10.30 a.m. An official will be at the hall to receive inside exhibits from 
9.00 to 10.00 on August 11th. Positively no entry will be accepted after the 
8th. 


3. Fifteen entries will be allowed to a family on the membership 
fee of $1.00, and for each entry over fifteen, an additional fee of 10 cents 
will be charged. 


4. All inside exhibits, including poultry, must be in the Hall and 
in place by 9.00 a.m. cn Fair Day, and judging will start at 10.00 o'clock 
sharp. All livestock, except poultry, must be on the grounds and in place 
at 12.00 o'clock. 


5. All exhibits of grains and grasses in sheaf must have been grown 
by the exhibitor, and must be at least four inches thick to be considered. 


6. All stock must be properly secured and not allowed to run at 
large in Show Grounds.No cow can be entered as a milch cow unless she 
is giving milk at the time of show, or udder well-filled, showing that she 
will freshen in a short time. 


7. All exhibits, except livestock, must be the property of the ex¬ 
hibitor, and produced on his or her farm or holding, or be manufactured 
by the exhibitor or members of his family, since the previous Fair. 


8. Livestock must be the bona fide property of the exhibitor at least 
thirty days before date of exhibition. 


9. All articles must remain on exhibition until 5.00 o'clock p.m. on 
the day of exhibition, when exhibitors are requested to take charge of same.
